Increasing Runaways in Atlanta 
Blamed On Homes That Arent 


By CELESTINE SIBLEY 


It’s an.old, old story to most newspaper read- 
ers—that tragic little paragraph that shows up 
frequently in the news columns: “Police have 
been asked to did in the search for Jane Doe, 13, 
who disappeared from home... When last seen 
she was wearing ... She looked old for her age.” 

That story, which happens more often than it 
reaches either the police or the newspaper, is 
occurring with increasing frequency in Atlanta 
today. More young girls have left home or are 
about to leave home than ever before, even in 
the war years. 

The reason? 
and the City School System’s staff psychologist, 
William W. Edwards, Jr., will give it to you 
in one word: 

“Home.” 

There’s no doubt about it to these two people, 
who by the nature of their work are closest to 
the problem The reason young girls leave 
home is home. 

- Young Bill Edwards, who came back from the 
war to take a job as the Public School System’s 
first -psychologist, «and who has a _ reputation 
for straight talking with the City’s juvenile prob- 
lem ropulace, gives it to you very straight: 

“Children won't leave a home that gives them 
what they need. And I don’t mean material 
things, either—Mrs. O’Quinn can tell you they 
will leave luxury as fast as they leave poverty. 
But if they have understanding, companionship 
and the right amount of discipline, you can’t 
drive them away from their parents.” 

The kind of homes that fail, the ones young- 
sters walk out of into a hazard-filled course that 
may ruin the rest of their lives, are homes where 
control of the child is either too severe or non- 
existent. 

“In the first type of home,” explains Psycholo- 
gist Edwards, “they are constantly suspicious of 
everything a child does when he’s out of their 
presence. He practically has to have character

er reports “Janey is a bright girl but she just 
won’t apply herself.” Janey is suddenly absent 
from school, maybe a lot of times in a row. Then 
one day Janey leaves for school As usual in the 
morning and just doesn’t come Home that night. 

Bessie O’Quinn, with her deep, hearty Irish 
laughter and the gun and the badge she has 
“toted for seven years and shown about twice,” 
has been asked to bring so many of them back, 
particularly during the war years, that she has 
the technique down pat. 

“Bus stations and railroad stations, cheap 
hotels, roads that lead out of town where the 
hitchhiking is good—that’s where you find them,” 
she explains. ‘Poor little things. Usually they 
strike out bravely without 2 change of clothes 
to their names and no money. You know what 
happens. A man somewhere offers to buy them 
a meal. Of course, they need a place to stay. 
You know what happens—and it isn’t pretty.” 

But the fact that Mrs. O’Quinn’s business with 
runaways is falling off is heartening to Bill Ed- 
wards and more than compensates for the fact 
that his is picking up. His files are bulging with 
problem cases and he has a full schedule of ap- 
pointments nearly every day with youngsters and 
their parents. His work is preventive. 

Often teen-agers, caught up in circumstances 
too painful and too bewildering for them to 
handle alone, shuffle shyly into his office on the 
tenth floor of the City Hall, seeking him out. 
That pleases Bill and makes the long hours he 
puts into his job rich and rewarding. Often he 
visits families‘ at night. He has been known to 
use his lunch hour to tour the pool rooms in 
search of one of his boys. He is not above spend- 
ing a night at the police station talking to stray 
young ones that wander in, lost and alone and 
terribly scared. 

“If you can straighten out their thinking,” 
says Bill, “‘they’ll take it from there. If I don’t 
straighten out their thinking, I have failed.’ 

But his percentage of failures is infinitesimal. 
When he can persuade a teen-age girl to behave 
herself and make something out of her life in 
spite of a father who is an alcoholic and a mother

Capone, relying on man’s natural rejection 
of strings on his personal liberty, sym- 
bolized the forces which made a farce of 
prohibition and allowed the nation to have 
as much alcohol as ever, plus “gangsters” 
who ran cities and influenced whole 
States. 

Both he and Volstead developed great 
power, each counteracting the other. In 
the end law enforcement and respect for 
it suffered most. Capone was able to cor- 
rupt even the great army of enforcement 
officers working for the Volstead Act. 


Out as an Essay--- 


This starts out with the idea of being an essay 
on government and ignorance. 
) I start out on it because of a number of letters. 
One letter in particular touched me. 

It came from rural Georgia. It was written on ruled tablet 
paper. The writing was in pencil. It was barely legible. The 
grammar was bad and the spelling worse. It was an indignant letter. 

It resented the fact that Georgia is so often criticized as an 
ignorant State and that Georgia people are referred to as ignorant 
wool hat people. 

I.am a little tired of it myself. 
running away from the facts. 

Georgia has a high percentage of illiteracy. We got a look at 
ourselves in selective ‘service records, a look at what a bad job 
we have done for our people in health and education. 

It is not entirely our own fault. But much of it is. 


But I am even more tired of 


Effort We haven’t had the money to spend, but we have not 
tried hard enough. If we will be honest with ourselves 
we will admit we have not really tried hard. We have always 
kept the teachers at the second table and have almost made me- 
diocrity a necessity. 

We have made the error of getting angry at criticism. That 
is understandable because so much of it is inaccurate, distorted and 
prejudiced. The cold facts are bad enough. 

The worst ones among us, though, are those who insist we 
shouldn’t slap our own faces, but should continually stroke the 
fur of the fat cats of traditions and legends and of the fat tom cats 
in office or other high places. 

There are times for a:pat on the back and times for a slap in the 
face. The most effective slap is a self-administered one. 

We can’t get angry and defend a lynching by pointing out Chi- 
cago’s gang killings or a crime wave in California. 

Lynchings are evil and wrong. They add usurpation of the law 
to murder and are therefOre much more damaging to our moral 
fabric and to us people than a plain murder. A wrong somewhere 
else doesn’t mean a wrong here is all right. 

Wishful thinking is no good. 

We must pull at our own bootstraps. Stopping only to slap our 
own faces when we need to pull the harder. 

We must always be willing to admit that wrong is wrong and 
that, even as a man reaps what he sows, so does a state or nation. 


If we have ignorant or uninformed persons, and 
Government we do, it is our responsibility. They are evidence 
of our own failure in government... in those of us who are better 
informed, 

There are many who are fine, wonderful persons. 

To say that every ignorant or uneducated, uninformed person is 
part of a rabble, and a bad, dangerous person, is to commit the 
worst sort of wrong. | 

Many of these are the salt of the earth; great, wonderful people 
in whom are all the noble elements of life and character. 

They have taught themselves much and have found am anchor. 
They go on to support schools, to skimp and save and educate their 
children, support thefr ¢hurches, work for what is -best, according 
to their lights. 

I have a sympathy for the others—those who have found no 
anchor, who do make up a sort of resentful, restless, discontented 
element which is an easy mark for the clever speaker, which: can 
be made to believe that any man who tries to obtain justice for the 
Negro is a “nigger lover” who seeks to bring about intermar- 
riage and social mingling of the races. It is easy to make them 
think the city dweller lives in ease and hates the poor. 

I can get awtully put out with them at times’ Especially when 
I see the squalor and misery of the poor in cities. 

But, there but for the grace of God go you and I. 

Only a fool would feel superior to them. 

The honest man or woman must say to himself, “The govern- 
ment of my country and my State, of which I, as a person have 
had better opportunities, has not done its job well. I have failed. 
We have failed ourselves. 


. I can understand how these people feel they have a 
Failure right to share in political spoils. I can understand their 
just resentment when they are told that well-bathed men in good 
suits and possessing well-fed stomachs refer to them all as rabble 
and bums. 

How good is good government? 

The answer must be—too often it is not good enough. 

It rarely reaches those who most need good government. 

The Roosevelt government strength grew out of the fact that it 
did reach farther down to people who never before had felt they 
had a government concerned with their problems. They found a 
government which enabled them to keep homes, to build homes, to 
buy farms, to conserve and build their soils, to guarantee their bank 
deposits, to bring electricity to farms ...a government concerned 
with the needs of people. 

Long ago, as a young reporter, I learned to dislike and distrust 
the type of reform “good government” which arrested all the street 
walkers and raided the vice quarters, but never did anything about 
the economic wrongs that made. it necessary for someone's daughter 
to become a street walker. Too much that passes for good govern- 
ment isn’t really very good. 

There is just one way to get it. 

That is by -being honest with ourselves and by hard, 
work at our needs. 

We must know what is wrong and evil and fight against it. We 
must admit our failures and quit whining for someone to say how

MIAMI—This shining city has grown a lot in 
Pe , the 17 years since I was here long enough to 
seas om. get a good look at her.

Scary And there was the building where we rolled the two- 
wheeled “Georgia buggies,” full of concrete, across nar- 
row planks four floors up, with no guard rails on the side and the 
planks bending as we crossed the short but scary open space. And 
the hotel where we were scrubbing a tile floor that looked as if 
it were made of broken bits of pottery, using acid as our boss had 
told us to. And the manager, a young squirt about our age, came 
boiling out of his office screaming that that floor cost $17,000 and 
was imported from Spain and we were ruining it. So we told him 
we were scrubbing tile floors when he was too young to blow his 
own nose, and how would he like to have his ears batted down. 
hich wasn’t so, any way you look at it. We'd never scrubbed a 
floor before that morning and we wouldn’t have batted his ears 
down, either. But a man gets pretty independent and cocky when 
all he wants is enough to buy a room and a meal or two now 
and then. 

And there were the apartment buildings where, before the season 
started, we lowered all the furniture down and spraved it a baby 
blue with a spray gun, giving each bureaw-knob a little dust of pink 
or gold, which looked terrible, but that’s the way they wanted it. 
And we left that job when somebody didn’t fasten the rope around 
a refrigerator right and it fell four floors and busted into a hun- 
dred pieces on the concrete of the bathers’ entrance.

The extent of the part that William H. Crawford played 
in the drafting and presentation of the Monroe Doctrine 
can not be determined, but he was Monroe’s close friend 
and adviser, and it was to Crawford that President Monroe 
looked for guidance and support. The final writing 
of The Doctrine took place at Woodlawn, Crawford's 
home in Oglethorpe County, now known as Crawford, 


Georgia.

Alabama came _ through last 
week’s rigid schedule with three 
impressive victories to remain the 
only undefeated team in the 
Southeastern Conference basket- 
ball race, but this week’s schedule 
is considerably tougher. 

The Crimsons, with 11 straight 
league triumphs, tackle Kentucky 
Monday night at Tusealoosa in a 
make-or-break game, after which 
they meet Louisiana State at Ba- 
ton Rouge on Friday and Tulane 
at New Orleans to end the week, 

Except for a 36-30 loss to Okla- 
homa A&M in a Sugar Bow] game, 
the Wildcats haven’t been defeat- 
ed since Notre Dame did it a year 
ago. The Wildcats have won 20 
and lost one this season, five with- 
in the Conference, while Alabama 
still heads the standings with a 
14-0 record, 11 in league play, 

Alabama wound up the week 
with a 64-46 win over Georgia 
Tech after beating Tulane, 41-39. 


Jim Homer, Alabama center, con- 


| tinues to lead the scoring with 165 
points. He has played eight 


straight games without relief. 


Kentucky dropped Michigan 


| State, 86-36, to open the week and 


set a new all-season scoring record 
of 1,400 points for the Wildcat 
squad and the Conference.

Tennessee downed Georgia, 48-
